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DETAILED ACTION 

The specification has not been checked to the extent necessary to determine the 
presence of all possible minor errors.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 3 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing 
to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the 
invention. In claim 3, the recitation "such as screw or couplings, etc." is deemed vague and 
indefinite. Clarification is requested. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1- 3 and 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Chen 
(US 5,092,229) in view of Mendelson, et al. (US 6,450,361). The patent to Chen discloses the 
claimed subject matter except for the cooker having at least two joining means and a handle. 
The patent to Mendleson, et al. discloses that it is known in the art to have a cover with a handle 
(35) and at least two joining means (7). It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill 
in the art at the time the invention was made to have provided the cooker of Chen with a handle 
and at least two joining means as opposed to one in the manner suggested by Mendelson, et al. in 
order to make the cooker fully secure and into an integral and portable body when necessary. 
Regarding claims 2 and 3, note sealing ring (22) of Chen in Figs. 15-19. 

Claim 4 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over the art applied to 
claim 1 above, and further in view of Barrow (US 6,259,068). The patent to Barrow discloses 
that it is known in the art to have provided a partition board (36) inside a cooker bowl. It would 
have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to 
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have provided the cooker bowl of Chen with a partition board installed inside as suggested by 
Barrow in order to separate the cooker bowl into at least two parts.
